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not in Pegasus at all, but tn the neighboring 
group of Andromeda. This constellation 
represents the Ethiopian princess who, ac- 
cording to mythology, was chained to a rock 
to be devoured by a sea monster, represented 
by the constellation of Cetus, the whale, in 
the south. Fortunately, she was rescued by 
the hero, Perseus, whw is seen in the north- 
east. 

Andromeda’s mother, Cassiopeia, is seen 
in the north, a group forming the letter M, 
above Polaris, the pole star. Alongside her 
is her husband, the king, Cepheus. 

Turning now toward the east, we can sce 
what is generally considered to be the finest 
constellation ia the sky making its debut for 
the season. 
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This is Onon, the warrior, canly recog- 
nized becouse of the three stars in a row 
that form his belt. To the leit is Betel- 
geuse, to the right is Rigel, both of the first 
magnitude, although being so low in the 
sky thev do not appear as bright as thes 
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
